U. S. and Britain To Discontinue 
Blacklists of 5,880 Foreign Firms 


WASHINGTON, July 6—(/)— 
The United States and Britain 
have agreed to discontinue their 
blacklists of thousands of foreign 
firms accused of collaborating 
with the Axis during the war, it 
was learned Saturday. An official 
announcement is due Monday. . 

The British and American lists, 
covering almost exactly the same 
names, total approximately 5,880 
foreign firms and individuals in 
Latin America and in the former 
Furopean neutral countries. Coun- 
tries which will be most directly 
affected outside this hemisphere 
are Spain, Portugal, Sweden, 
Switzerland and Turkey. 

Negotiations have been 
way between the State Depart- 
ment and British Foreign Office 
for about two months to work out 
a method of ending the list. It had 
been carried on long after the 
war’s end, both to keep some eco- 
nomic controls on questionable 
firms and to give a competitive 
break to those firms which had 
collaborated with the allies. 

The method of abandonment 
agreed upon, according to author- 
itative informants, is supposed to 
provide for granting licenses for 
American companies which from 
now on wish to do business with 
the listed foreign companies and 
individuals. Thus a kind of control 
will be maintained for a relative- 
ly short time. The Treasury is to 
handle the licenses.

MOLOTOV FAVORS DELAY 

Foreign Commissar Molotov, on 
the other hand, reportedly favors 
making ratification of the treaty 
the critical point by which to fix 
the deadline for troop removals. 
Since months or even years may 
¢clapse between the time that a 
treaty is signed and the time that 
it is ratified by all the signatories 
(in the United States it would 
have to be first approved by the 
Senate), Molotov’s proposal would 
give Russia much greater leeway 
in maintaining troops in other 
countries. 

The total of these troops is now 
estimated- by some» authorities 
here at least 1,500,000 men, pos- 
gibly more. 

The Red Army forces in Ger- 
many, according to these esti- 
mates, number about 600,000 and 
to maintain lines of communica: 
tion to them across Poland, the 
Russians have 350,000 soldiers in 
Poland. These figures do not in- 
clude such troops as they might 
have in transit, say in Czecho- 
slovakia where recently they 
shifted considerable forces. 
RUSSSIANS IN FORCE 

To the south, the Russians have 
upwards of 150,000 soldiers in 
Austria and on the claim that sup- 
ply lines to these have to be main- 
tained across intervening Balkan 
countries they have about 900,000 
troops in ex-enemy areas in the 
Balkans—possibly many more.

TOK YO—If you will put aside your scruples for a moment, we will 


introduce you to Hitoshi Narikawa 
black market. 

“Papa-san” Narikawa, as he is 
known in the infamous Yoshiwara 
District, is Japan’s—and probably 
the world’s—king of sin. 

He looks like Santa Claus, and to 
the 45.500 girls he owns, he insists 
he is exactly that. To persons who 
somehow don’t approve of white 
slavery—either disguised or undis- 
guised—he is a human louse, 

Last December, Gen. MacArthur 
ordered all women in bondage set 
free and their debts cancelled. 
Papa-san complied, he reports, by 
telling the women in his 6,000 
places throughout Japan that they 
could walk out and never return. 
They were liberated, he says he 
told them. The shackles were off. 
Democracy had come. 

FEW ACCEPT OFFER 

But Papa-san sighs and insists 
that of his 50,000 beauties only 500 
accepted the offer. 

“They didn't want to be unem- 
ployed, homeless and hungry,” he 
said. “And anyhow, they liked the 
chance to meet an occasional kind 
American soldier.” 

So Hitoshi decided to let the 
girls stay on under a new arrange- 
ment which he, in the goodness of 
‘his Oriental heart, says complies 
with all directives.

You can find the Papa squatted 
on a white pillow behind a red- 
lacquer table in the Yoshiwara 
headquarters of the Association of 
Recreation Committees, The Asso 
ciation has 500 branches and its 
net income is estimated at 150,000 
ven ($10,000) per day despite the 
inroads of the MacArthur direc 
tive against licensed prostitution. 

On the -lacquer table is a thick 
book. In it are the names ofl 
Papa-san’s girls and a record of 
how much was borrowed against 
them. It is a precious book. It 
was one of the few things Nari- 
kawa saved on March 10, 1945, 
when the B-29s set the Yoshiwara 
ablaze and a high wind did the 
rest.

Propose Army 
Ot Jewish Vets 
For Palestine 


The Atlanta Post of Jewish War 
Veterans of the U. S. has suggest- 
eded that an army of 50,000 Jew- 


ish war veterans be raised “to 
guarantee unlimited and peace- 
able immigration of Jews into 
Palestine.” 


The local organization adopted 
resolutions yesterday calling upon 
itg national organization to “re- 
quest; permission of the United 
States Government” for such an 
army which would be “equipped 
and maintained by funds privately 
secured.” 

It would be the army’s purpose 
“to guarantee unlimited and peace- 
able immigration of Jews into Pal- 
estine, in view of the reluctance 
of the present mandatory to fur- 
nish such.protection and the ie- 
fusal of the British Government 
to carry out the faithful perform- 
ance of its obligations.” 

The volunteer Jewish army, un- 
der the proposal, would relieve 
the British forces in Palestine and 
be governed by officers of 
Jewish commonwealth of Pales- 
tine 

The resolution included an at- 
tack on the British Government's 


handling of the Palestine question, | 


asserting that Government has an 
“appeasement policy towards the 
Arab chieftains who were the 
nvowed enemies of the United Na- 
tions during the past war.”

| Obtaining spray guns in quanti-

'them, has long been a bottleneck 
‘in the chemical stimulation opera- 
tions. The first spray guns were 
easily broken while being used in 
‘the woods, it was said. 
| Larry Newcomb, with the U. S. 
|'Forest Service in Valdosta, an- 
| nounces that 200 of the clips by 
'which the guns are held near the 
| trees, have already been manufac- 
| tured by the supplier of the spray 


| guns, ’ 


| Newcomb pointed out the bark 
‘chp should aid turpentine oper- 
ations greatly where the chemical 
stimulation method is being used, 
and will greatly reduce the labor 
| cost of applying acids to faces by 
being a one-man tool. 

| There have been a few reports 
of corrosion of the stainless steel 
core of the spray guns recently, 
‘and the Forest Service is asking 
'that producers finding such cor- 


marks or statements that may be 
considered derogatory to the other 
body or its members.

The contributions bring no direct 
returns to donors. Research for 
an individual industry is financed 
by the firm itself. 

A staff of scientis(s, headed by 
Wilbur A. Lazier, is now working 
on 25 projects sponsored by pri- 
vate industrial clients. Most of 
the results obtained by the inves- 
tigations come from work of a con- 
fidential nature.

THE ABSOLUTE WEAPON. 
Edited by Bernard Brodie. Har- 
court. 203 pp. $2. 


In the millions of words writ- 
ten about the atomic bomb, so lit- 
tle is clear, concise and well-rea- 
soned. 

Bernard Brodie and several of 
his confreres of the Yale Institute 
of International Studies have at- 
tempted to create order out of 
chaos with their monograph en- 
titled “The Absolute Weapon.” 

In getting down to primary 
facts on the bomb and its implica- 
tions several of their assertions 
are beyond question. 

1. The most important fact 
about the bomb is that it exists, 
thus revolutionizing all previous 
political and military thinking. 

2. The power of the present 
bomb is such that 10 of them will 
destroy any city in the world. 

3. No known defense exists. No 
completely effective defense is 
probable. 

4. Our monopoly on the bomb 
will be of short duration. Several 
other nations, but principally 
Soviet Russia, will have bombs 
within three to five years. 

On these four facts almost all 
informed people agree. On the 
matter of how to control the bomb 
and stave off the most horrible 
catastrophe the world has ever 
known, violent disagreement is al- 
most universal. 

Brodie and his collaborators 
think of themselves as real—po- 
litical analysts. They sound very 
much like geopoliticians of the 
atomic age—to me a highly dan- 
gerous brand of pragmatists. 

For instance, having ruled out 
the possibilities of world govern- 
ment or world federation at this 
time, they actually seem to be- 
lieve that the principal deterring 
formula for staving off atomic 
warfare will be immediate obliga- 
tory and automatic. retaliation 
against any aggressor using the 
weapon. 

Although they give lip service 
to the proposed Atomic Develop- 
ment. Authority to operate under 
control of the United Nations Or- 
ganization, it is apparent that they 
are somewhat skeptical of any 
control that may be set up. And 
granting the veto power of mem.- 
bers of the Security Council (plus 
the ability of totalitarian govern- 
ments to hide their aims and ac- 
tivities), it does seem improbable

THE PURSUIT OF LOVE. By 
Nancy Mitford. Random House.

Nancy Mitford, sister of Unity 
“Valkyrie” ditto, sister of Lady 
Moseley (wife of the British Fas- 
cist leader), and one of the less 
spectacular of the six daughters 
of Lord Redesdale, is the author 
of this novel. 

That in itself lends it a certain 
interest. It so happens that the 
novel is also outselling any other 
book in England today, so one 
might suppose that it would con- 
tain a clue to British postwar 
reading taste. It probdbly does, 
but the evidence is not easily in- 
terpreted. 

Essentially, “The Pursuit of 
Love” is a light, laughing lampoon 
aimed at British County society. 
It offers many a chuckle and some 
truly magnificent acid portraits of 
the landed gentry. I'm still laugh 
ing. Am I laughing with or at 
Miss Mitford? I don’t know, I 
think she is funnier than even she 
suspects. 

She writes of birth, death, poli- 
tics, the House of Lords, country 
weekends, Communism, Fascism, 
the Spanish War and the early 
days of World War II. Her dia- 
logue is as polished as old silver 
rubbed by an English butler. She 
is very funny and she has a finely 
developed sense of the ridiculous. 

She is also an abysmal snob. 
Even her most sympathetic char- 
acters approach the common herd 
with the smiling patronage of a 
lady bountiful delivering a Christ- 
mas basket to an underpaid ten- 
ant farmer. 

If the Labor vote in Britain real. 
ly indicated a social change maybe 
English readers are laughing at 
Miss Mitford. Maybe, on the oth- 
er hand, the novel contains enough 
recognizable portraits to make it 
scandalous. Anyway, it is funny, 
no matter how you take it.—C. B.

During four years Rivers was 
Governor, approximately 7,800 
prisoners were released, 5,000 of 
whom were paroled by the Prison 
and Parole Board (appointed by 
Rivers), and 2,700 were released 
by executive order, nearly 800 
of them during last four months 
of Rivers’ term. (More important 
'than number was manner of grant- 
ing these releases. League could 
ascertain no pre-parole investiga- 
tion according to recognized stand- 
ards of parole procedure.) 


In answer to League question- 
naire, 1936: Rivers advocated Con- 
stitutional revision*® and home 
rule*, but record shows did noth- 
ing about them; advocated expert 
tax survey’, legislative committce 
survey made but not by impartial 
tax experts.

We Shouldn't Know 


It will be necessary to begin this little chore 

with something of myself. Farm-born, and in part 

“farm-raised,” I was around long enough to 

handle a plow and run a reaper and to help tie corn for fodder. 

When I went off to college, I had $25 cash and a job wafting on 
tables to enable me to eat. I had a laundry route and did a few 
other jobs to get through those first two years, After that, I got 
a newspaper job after hours. All I wanted was a chance. I reckon 
I had a sort of typical American upbringing. 

As far as I am concerned, the American way is the best way 
and the way I want to see preserved. The free enterprise system 
with its chance for individual effort is the one in which I believe 
without any reservation at all. | couldn’t think anything else after 


what it has done for me. 

Bilge It is just because I think so much of this country and 
its way that I get bilious and sick over most of the bilge 

that is put out about free enterprise and the “American way.” 

The loudest squawks in its behalf have been by those who are 
doing it the most harm. The breast-beaters in its behalf who make 
the jungle ring as if a thousand Tarzans were beating at once, 
too often are revealed as a first-class lot of chiselers who have had 
their profits reduced from 90 percent to a mere 50 percent. 

The profit system, with its product of enterprise, initiative and 
new inventions, is the best system for producing and improving 
the standard of living. This has been proved. 

Revelations in the OPA demise have shown that most of the 
American businessmen don’t want the free enterprise system to 
be “too free.”” Many others have the common sense to know that 
even if they would prefer a system of throat-cutting, it would end 
up in disaster for all. So they go along. 


But there are always the chiselers who scream “it’s a 
free country,” and “so you don’t believe in the 
profit system,” at anyone who dares say we had best consider the 
public good. They shout “pink” and Communist at any suggestion 
of control. They are the real enemies of America. 

After all, there are millions of Americans who didn’t-save any 
money during the war because they didn’t have it to save. 

After all, there are millions who couldn't buy but a hundred 
or so dollars worth of war bonds. 

It is not true that because a steak costs $7 in Miami or New 
York night spots and the supply can’t meet demand, that every- 
one has sucker money. 

There are still a great mass of Americans who are not well- 
off financially; who are having a tough time making ends meet; 
who are straining every nerve to educate their kids and make better 
Americans of them. 

That is why the callous talk of today is so shocking. 

“Oh,” they say, “it will be only six or eight months. 
most. Let us have a high market and get it over with.” 

Well, that’s not my idea of the free enterprise system. That's 


not my idea of the American way. 

Too Free I don’t see that breaking off the education of a lot 
of children; the losing of many small homes; the 

breaking of the hearts of many who are trying to pull themselves 

up in the traditional American way—all that doesn’t seem to me 

to be what we really mean by the American system. That's too 

free. 

Most of the real estate people are doing an honorable, American 
job of handling rents, 

But, -down in Miami, 
“Don't raise rents now 
Congress.” 

And over in Alabama, another group gets found out. 
ing members to hold back until Congress cools. 

And a lot of individuals have gone right ahead and increased 
rents by 100 percent and seemed glad to know it will mean trouble 
and distress. Maybe real suffering. 

All these are sabotaging the free enterprise system. 

They are the worms in the profit system peach, 

They are the cheating and chiseling wolves who wear the lamb’s 
skin of the American way. 

I believe in the American way so strongly that I am a little 
radical on the subject. I admit it. I want it to last. I want people 
to like it, not fear or distrust it. 

We have got to face the fact there are today Americans who 
are afraid of other Americans and of what they may do to their 
homes and future. _ That ought not to be and must not be.

Love 
hallowed this ground with its 
tenderest devotion, and builded 
upon it an expression of 
heart’s best impulses.

To the sensitive ears of 
this building is vibrant with the 
voices hushed in the long ago, and 
to its spiritual vision a “cloud of 
witnesses” hovers in circled glory 
and anxious expectancy. Here 
memories too sacred for words, 
mingle their music with the pray- 
ers and praises of the people. The 
very atmosphere of this place is 
all aquiver with those sacred as- 
sociations which bind heart to 
heart, and earth to heaven. 

It is a priceless tenet of my 
creed that we may meet God any- 
where at any time. Nevertheless, 
we are so constructed that like 
spiritual radios, we may be best 
attuned to some peculiar atmos- 
phere. So there are sacred places 
for. all of us, baptized with senti- 
ments and associations, where sig- 
nals the invisible and in- 
tangible world pass more easily 
into our souls. Here indeed is the 
source and inspiration of much 
that is best in the life of our com- 
munity. 

I dare lay down the thesis that 
there is no part of our life, the 
success of which makes for the 
welfare of men, which is not de- 
pendent upon the church. Com: 
merce depends upon the influence 
of the church for its integrity, the 
confidence of its credit system, 
and its ideal of business as a serv- 
icé to mankind. Capital would flee 
from this city as from a plague, 
if there were any serious sugges- 
tion of the withdrawal of the 
churches from the community life. 

In our political life the one 
hope for the success of democracy 
is that the Christ idea of the su- 
preme value of a man shall per- 
meate the mind and heart of so- 
ciety. Indeed, the question is yet to 
be answered whether any democ- 
racy can endure which not 
planted in a Christian society? All 
the educational, benevolent, fra- 
and social welfare enter- 
prises of our community receive 
the very life breath of their exist- 
ence from the churches. That 
these organizations are absolutely 
necessary for the translation of 
the Christ spirit into Christly min- 
istries, I gladly grant. Just as the 
mind is dependent upon the 
tongue and hands and feet for the 
translation of ,its thought into 
form and activity, so the spirit of 
the church is dependent upon all 
these organizations to get its 
ideals wrought into life. But with- 
out the spirit of the church they 
would be like silent tongues and 
paralyzed hands. 

So far from being unmindful of 
the weaknesses, limitations, faults 
of our church organizations, | am 
more keenly conscious of them, 
and more lovingly sensitive to 
their seriousness, than any outside 
critics. But with all its faults, the 
church is the one organization 
whose business is to reveal God as 
Father, men as brothers, and to 
place its supreme emphasis upon 
the value of love. I insist that 
these truths are essential to the 
success of every institution and 
enterprise which has for its pur- 
pose the welfare of all men.

First Furriner 
On Georgia Stump 


The Fourth of July at Gainesville was a study 
in contradictions. Talmadge, who has ranted 
against “furriners” and charged that “outside 

influences” are backing his opponent, imported a South Carolina 
rabble-rouser to tell the people of Georgia that they must vote for 
Gene and defeat Jimmie Carmichael. This fellow Stanford of South 
Carolina could be almost as big a demagogue as Talmadge if he 
were Governor of his State instead of just a Senator. He came 
down into Georgia, under Talmadge’s auspices, and smeared Geor 
gia’s Gov. Arnall. He paid tribute to the Ku Klux Klan, without 
differentiating between the group of Southerners of the Recon. 
struction days and the present-day gangsters. He hit at the United 
States Supreme Court. As you can imagine, this rabble-rousers 
talk went over well with Talmadge’s followers—despite the fact 
that this fellow was a so-called “‘furriner” and “outside influence.” 

With much brash, Gainesville Attorney William Whelchel swal- 
lowed ¢his South Carolinian and played on what he presumed to 
be the ignorance of his vast audienc e when he dec lared that Georgia 
would not be dictated to by any “outside influences” trying to elect 
a Governor——Whelchel was trying to say that the “outsides” mustn't 
indorse Carmichael, but it was okay for an out-of-stater to take the 
stump for Talmadge. 

Although much fear has been expressed in this campaign about 
the “influence of out-of-state people,” the “furriner-hating” Tal- 
madge was the first candidate to import a non-resident to campaign 
for him. Wonder when he will put his pal, the Rev. Gerald L. K. 
Smith, of the late Huey Long’s machine and the America First 
movement, on the stump in Georgia, 


It could have been that Talmadge 
Not Roosevelt Square realized it would not be appropriate 
for a Roosevelt-hater to hold a rally on Roosevelt Square. Of it 
could be that he still is so much opposed to the late President that 
he wouldn't want to speak from the monument which pays tribute 
to Roosevelt. At any rate, Talmadge did not speak from the beau- 
tiful buildings made possible by President Roosevelt after the tor- 
nado ruined Gainesville. The people of Gainesville generally have 
high regard for the late President Roosevelt. The people of Gaines. 
ville generally did not care much for Talmadge’s statement in 1935 
that “the renomination of Roosevelt would be a calamity” .. . or 
his statement the same year that “Rooseyglit is a radical tn the 
extreme form”... or the fact that TalnTadge, who was in fact 
Georgia’s National Democratic Committeeman, refused to attend the 
Philadelphia National Democratic Convention that renominated 
Roosevelt in 1942... or for Talmadge joining forces with the rem- 
nants of the late Huey Long in 1936 to try to block the renomina- 
tion of Roosevelt . or of Talmadge’s remark on the physical 
infirmities of the President. The people of Gainesville generally 
did not care much for this sort of Talmadgeism. 

When he spoke for Talmadge July Fourth, however, Edgar Dun- 
lap, of Gainesville, did not mention the Federal aid that had poured 
into the Queen City of the Mountains. He did praise the ex-Gov- 
ernor for his continual warfare on Washington. Dunlap realized 
that Georgia’s young people have no intention of voting for Tal- 
madge. Because he kissed off any chance Talmadge might have 
had of picking up this new support by remarking that “Georgia 
is the only State to follow Red Russia in enfranchising the 18-year- 
olds.” 

Dunlap also denounced Gov. Arnall for repealing the poll tax 
in Georgia. Mr. Dunlap evidently has forgotten that his candidate, 
Eugene Talmadge, advocated repeal of the poll tax in the Statesman 
and in published statements in the daily newspapers before Gov. 


Arnall ever took any public stand on this question. 

The greatest showman Georgia has ever had in 
The Crowd her Governor's office drew the largest crowd of 
the campaign when he spoke at Gainesville. It resembled one. of 
his old-time political crowds. Whelchel told the radio audience that 
there must be more than 35,000 persons present. We doubt that, 
but it was a pretty good “football game” crowd. Georgians love a 
show, and Talmadge can give them one on a campaign stump. But 
most. Georgians have realized they can get the same amount of 
entertainment for 50 cents admission to a hillbilly show-—without 
putting the State's $77,000,000 tax money in the hands of the chief 
entertainer.

Farmers who are seeking a per- 
ennial Winter grass will be en- 
couraged to learn that the Ken- 
tucky 31 fescue, which we tried 
out this Winter at Yellow River 
farm, is doing well. Of course, this 
has been an unusually wet Sum- 
mer, thus far, and the grass might 
not live during one of our very 
dry Summers, unless we practiced 
second-story farming, The writer 
has no doubt that this Winter 
grass will do well, if given a rea- 
sonable amount of protection 
against our Summer sun. 

There is the further matter of 
protecting Winter grasses from 
heavy frosts, which may or may 
not be of considerable importance.

Does Atlanta need a responsible 
Board of Review to pass on com- 
munity-wide fund-raising cam- 
paigns as to necessity, worthiness, 
amount sought, timing of the drive 
and character of the sponsor? 

The Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce thinks so, and will poll sev- 
eral thousand citizens and a num- 
ber of local organizations for their 
opinion on the question for the 
next few days. 

The outline of organization for 
the proposed Fund Appeals Re- 
view Board provides that organi- 
zations desiring to conduct a fund- 
raising drive may make applica- 
tion at regular monthly meetings. 

After analyzing the facts and 
merits of each case, the Board ap- 
plies certain standards, among 
which are compulsory annual au- 
dits of the financial transactions 
of the petitioning organization 
(campaign costs not to exceed 10 
percent) and a voluntary solicit- 
ing pledge. 

With the complete picture of the 
applicant’s proposed drive at hand, 
the Board then approves or dis- 
approves of the campaign. A “seal 
of approval” may be featured in 
approved campaigns. 

It is recommended that the 
Board consist of not less than 15 
persons, including the Mayor, a 
Fulton County Commissioner, and 
presidents of various business or-

Only eight wide- 
ly scattered cases have been re- 
ported and none of them has been 
virulent enough to cause death. 

The brown dog tick which hitch- 


hikes around in your dog’s fur 
coat, unpleasant though he may be 
as a house guest, is not the bearer 
of spotted fever infection, Dr. Sel- 
lers emphasis, It is the wood tick 
or dermacenta variabilis, female, 
a mottled little insect which 
should not be allowed to latch on. 
Since it is hard for an amateur to 
tell one from the other, Dr. Sellers 
has suggested that neither be per- 
mitted any intimacy. 

The Laboratories Director sug- 
gested that ticks be removed from 
the flesh of humans or animals 
with a pair of tweezers or forceps, 
being careful not to puncture the 
tick’s gorged body. The germs

UNCAN McMARTIN, SR., was a 
D giant Scot who scooped millions 

out of the Canadian good earth. 
His life was short and hard and a 
continuous gamble for an easy living 
for his three children. When he died 
in 1914 he left them one of the largest 
fortunes in the whole Dominion. 

Now it appears his children have 
also inherited his willingness to take 
a chance, but none of the persever- 
ance and little of the good luck that 
made all his gambles winning ones. 

Where he gambled for gold and 
silver in the long forests of the north, 
their bets have been mainly on matri. 
mony and until now all of them lost. 

At the moment, Duncan, Jr., so 
far the least persevering of the clan, 
is near the end of his fourth mar- 
riage. His brother, Allen, had lost his 
first wife and won a second. Sister 
Melba has her second divorce and 
third husband and her daughter, 
Melba, Jr., is also divorced and ar- 
ranging to remarry. ' 

Duncan McMartin, Sr., unlike his 
children and third generation, Melba, 
Jr., had luck from the start, 

He was an obscure railroad builder 
in 1904 when a blacksmith threw an 
ax at a fox and missed. The flying 
ax-head chipped a chunk of silver 
from some near-by rocks and Duncan, 
Sr., his brother, John, and three 
others dropped rail-laying for mining. 

The McMartins and their partners, 
David Dunlap, a country lawyer, and 
two grocers, Noah and Henry Tim- 
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lf the Ax Hada't Missed the Fox, the McMartins 
Wouldn't Be Having Their Troubles—Not the

mins, bought out the black- 
smith’s interest. and com- 
menced digging. 
They struck it rich and 
eventually sold out for 
$6,500,000. 
The five prospectors put 
their profits back into the 
“kitty” and trudged deeper 
into the wilderness for 
their next gamble with for- 
tune. This time, after beat- 
ing through miles of track- 
less forest, they found gold 
and staked a claim at what 
is now the Hollinger gold 
mine, the richest in all 
Canada, 
By 1937, this mine had 
produced $280,000,000, but 
Duncan McMartin, Sr., was 
long dead by then. 
Always contemptuous of 
people who .pampered 
themselves, as he put it, 
he died at 44 as a conse- 
quence of his own folly. He shrugged 
off an attack of pneumonia and re- 
fused to go to bed till it was too late. 

Daughter Melba was the first of 
the unlucky-in-love trio to marry, 
but Duncan, Jr., has easily been the 
most luckless in matrimorry. 

For a time it looked as if he was 
trying to spend his wealth as fast 
as his father got it. The young mil- 
lionaire, whose princely income won 
him the title of “‘Ten-Thousand-a-Week 
Duncan, married four times in four 
years in the nearly unprosperous ‘30s.

It was 
registered as a nursing home, and as 
patients flocked thére Miss Kerin 
staffed it with nurses and arranged 
for a visiting physician 


“But with the war, I felt that I 
had to do something more,” Miss 
Kerin said. “Somehow, my repay- 
ment was not complete. Then I heard 
of so many children orphaned by the 
blitz and I knew what I must do.” 

Anne, the first of the adopted 
babies, was brought to Miss Kerin 
when she was three weeks old. Philip 
was five days old when adopted. 

This year, Anne will be five. So 
will Elizabeth and the twin boys, 
John and Francis, The twin girls, 
Faith and Mary, were five last Oc- 
tober, Priscilla and Peter are four. All 
bear the legal name of Kerin. Their 
first names, selected by their foster 
mother, were received in rechristen- 
ing ceremonies in the private chapel 
attached to the house,

‘They seem equally fond of all 
their brothers and sisters and squab 
bles are no more than might be ex 
pected among nine youngsters, 

“Soon I'll have to send the boys 
to a school,” Miss Kerin admitted 
reluctantly. “The girls can be tutored 
here but I realize boys want the com 
panionship of a man during the earl) 
school days, They need that extra 
discipline, too,” 

There is something of an _ inter- 
national paradox in Miss Kerin’'s 
adopting nine while’ child-hungry 
couples of Amé@rica cannot find 
babies to raise as their own. 

Applications no longer are taken 
at the famed Cradle in Evanston, III. 
Mrs. William B. Walrath, an official 
of the institution, said, “We are 
simply swamped with requests. The 
supply of ideal homes far outnum 
bers the supply of bables,” 

St. Vincent’s in New York City 
has 30 per cent more applications 
than babies, Welfare agencies of 
Washington, D. C., are more than 
two years behind in placing children. 

One explanation advanced is that 
more persons here are making salaries 
with which they feel they can adopt 
children. At the same time, fewer 
persons are tempted to give up their 
offspring through lack of funds. 

While others wrestle with inter. 
national complications, Dorothy Kerin 
goes serenely on her way, a new light 
in her kind eyes. 

She only needs two more, 
points out, to have a really 
midable mixed cricket team.

T NIGHT the shabby three-storied house at 260 South Ninth 
Street, Philadelphia, is filled with whisperings and creakings. 
Sometimes the-noises are so loud that the caretaker, Mrs. 
Mulrooney, fearful of tramps or thieves, quits her third floor apart- 
ment and creeps down the dimly lit stairs. 
lHiesitating at doorways, she gropes for electric switches, and, one 
after another, under a scattering of bulbs in ornate chandeliers, the

Rain, leaking through the roof, has stained ceings tattered rare 
wallpaper. Some of the most historic furniture M America stands 
neglected in these rooms: Empire sofas and period chairs, which 
long ago graced royal receptions, now are littered with rags, cast.

Now, with the end of the war and the current 
boom in real estate, the heirs at last are bestirring 
themselves. ° Offered for sale, their ancestral 
home will, it is reported, soon to be transformed 
into modern apartments. 

Meanwhile a few derelict relics of the regime of 
Joseph Bonaparte still are to be seen in its rooms. 


Mest incredibly derelict of all are ten wallpaper 

panels in what used to be Joseph's high- 
ceilinged first floor dining room. The Emperor 
Napoleoh himself sent his brother the wooden 
blocks to print this wallpaper. They were the 
same blocks which had been used for a series of 
draperies in the Tuilleries. Executed by David, 
foremost artist of the Napoleonic period, they 
depict the legend of Cupid and Psyche, 

David’s least works today command fabulous 
prices. So far as is known no exact estimate 
ever has been made of the value of the Cupid 
and Psyche panels, but, with their combination 
of artistic merit and rich historical association, 
they obviously are collector’s items. 

Nevertheless, in the last five years they have 
gone to ruin; in some the graceful Grecian fig- 
ures scarcely can be seen beneath a layer of 
grime; others look like half-worked puzzles. 

Less vulnerable mementos of the royal tenant 
include a handsome front door knocker, a massive 
marble-topped Empire sideboard, a high-backed 
rocker, a baroque wooden hatrack, engravings of 
Joseph himself, in full uniform, and of the head 
of his more distinguished brother, and two sofas 
of the kind Madame Recamier made famous. 

On one of the sofas lies a sampler worked by 
some later occupant. Under the dust that cover: 
it can be made out the motto (ironic in the light 
of surroundings): “Of all the flowers that in mem 
ory'’s garden grow remembrance is the sweetest.” 

It was Joseph's habit, as recorded by his con- 
temporaries, to breakfast at 11 
and dine at 8. Numbered among 
his dinner mates were such 
American notables as Henry 
Clay, Daniel Webster, General 
Scott and Commodores Stewart 
and Stockton. Numbered, too, 
were many anonymous ladies, 
for he was a man of. gallantry 
and handsome presence. More- 
over, his wife was in Europe. 

His behavior provided strait- 
laced Philadelphia with some of 
its choicest gossip, none of which 
seems either to have worried 
Joseph or to have lessened his 
popularity. ! 

. Stephen Girard, financier and 
- dealer in real estate, was a -fre- 
quent guest at 260 South Ninth 
Street. During one of his early 
visits, he happened to mention 
a block of land he had bought 
on Chestnut Street, from 11th to 
12th. Joseph, thinking of build- 
ing his own home, asked if he 
would like to sell. 

“What will you give for it?” 
inquired Girard. 

“I'll cover the block with silver half dollars,” 
said Joseph grandly. 

“Taken,” replied his canny guest, “provided 
you stand them edgewlse.” 

The deal fell through, but their friendship 
persisted. When a few years later Joseph, pre- 
paratory to constructing himself a mansion at 
Bordentown, N. J., sent abroad for treasures he 
had gached in Switzerland, Girard was of invalu- 
able aid. His orders to Dutch bankers facilitated 
the conversion of jewels to cash; his agents pur- 
chased and prepared many of the furnishings des- 
tined for Bordentown; his ships carted them 
across the Atlantic.

His ship was the 200-ton American brig, Com- 
merce. Three times they were stopped by Eng- 
lish frigates on the lookout for Napoleon, How- 
ever, the identity of Joseph and his companions 
went undiscovered 

After landing in New York, Joseph, hoping to 
reassure President Madison of his peaceful inten- 
tions, set out for Washington. 

Arriving in Philadelphia--at about the same 
time as the news of Waterloo--he found hotel 
accommodations scarce, Henry Clay offered him 
his rooms, as well as a dinner he had ordered for 
himself, Both offers were accepted. 

Joseph never did get to Washington. Learning 
in Baltimore that Madison was too fearful of 
international complications to risk seeing him, he 
returned to Philadelphia and settled down tem 
porarily at. 260 South Ninth Street. In 1817 he 
leased another house, at the southeast corner of 
12th and Market, for himself, his elder daughter, 
Princess Zenaide, and her husband, Prince Charles, 
son of Lucien Bonaparte. It was there that his 
grandson, Joseph, was born in 1824, 

The Bordentown estate—-Point Breeze or Bona- 


parte’s Park, as it was impartially called—was 
bought in 1818. The mansion finally erected there, 


- a remarkable combination of retreat and fortress. 


became his permanent American home. There 
were two vast dining halls, a ballroom 150 feet 
long, an art gallery in which hung two Rubenses 
and two Rembrandts, a 200-yard-wide artificial 
lake, and a labyrinth of secret underground vaults 
lt was Joseph’s dream that one day Napoleon 
would find sanctuary with him 
thus the underground passageways. 
Their construction seems tp have 
been the closest to practical reality 
his dreams ever came, At least, he 
is not credited with concocting any 
likely plots for his brother's escape. 
The vaults proved useful hiding 
places for such loot as his own 
Spanish crown, some of Napoleon's 
crown jewels, incidental coronets, 
begemmed swords, scabbards and 
so on, 


The high point of Joseph’s life at 
Point Breeze came when a delega- 
tion of Mexicans called there to 
offer him still another crown—that 
of the Empire of Mexico—to ‘add to 
the collection in the vaults. The 
oceasion showed him to be a wiser 
man than Maximilian, son of Arch 
duke Francis Charles, of Austria, 
who 30-odd years later let himself 
be fatally tempted to accept a sim. 
ilar proposal. 

After wining and dining the en 

voys, Joseph wound up a speech in these words 

“Therefore, my answer is ‘No’, I have worn 
crowns and won nothing but headaches.” 

The delegation was so little offended that three 
of its members became prototypes of “The Man 
Who Came to Dinner.” Having found at Point 
Breeze a. friend with a purse, these three settled 
there and never did go back to Mexico. 

One of Joseph’s proudest possessions was a 
16-oared barge he had bought from Stephen 
Girard, With 16 oarsmen hauling at the sweeps, 
it presented a stunning spectacle. But every time 
Jogeph went aboard, it sprang a leak or sudden 
winds rendered it unmanageable. 


AFAYETTE was invited to ride in it one day, 
but because of one of the unusual mischances 
had to give up the project. Finally it was rammed 
by a scow owned by an Englishman named Blunt 


Joseph, in a fury, denounced the sinking as a plot 


straight from the Court of St. James's 

There was genuine regret in Bordentown when 
the openhanded squire of Point Breeze departed 
for Europe in 1832. His mission was to persuade 
the European powers to recognize the claims of 
the Duke of Reichstadt (Napoleon II). As with 
most of his missions, this one, too, was a failure 
Following its collapse, he established himself in 
Flofence, and there, in 1844, he died

common mosquito, When it comes to 
wriggling through tight places and 
squeezing by seemingly impenetrable 
barriers, this pest puts on a 
performance surpassed = only 
by the late Harry Houdini, 
master magician and escape 
artist of the theatrical world. 

Recently more than 7,000 
mosquitoes were “screen- 
tested” by entomologists of 
two leading universities. 

The screen tests were designed to 
prove the effectiveness of a new type 
of window and porch screening. For, 
despite DDT and the many new insect 
repellents, screening continues for 
most people to be the first line of 
defense against winged pests. 

The new screening differs from the 
older type in that it has rectangular 
openings instead of the _ familiar 
squares, There are 18 wire strands 
per inch running in one direction and 
14 strands per inch at right angles, 
Ordinary window screening has 16 
wire strands per inch both ways. 

‘he advantage of the new mesh is 
that it can not only be woven more 
rapidly and in larger quantities than 
the conventional 16x16 but it also 
can be done more cheaply. It was for 
these reasons that it was ordered into 
production by the WPB a year ago. 

However, mosquito experts dif- 
fered on the comparative effective- 
ness of the two types. They were 
skeptical of the merits of the 18x14 
mesh with its longer and narrower 
openings. 

To check on this, experiments were 
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conducted in Florida and Delaware. 
Mosquitoes of all kinds were caged 
behind the sereens. ‘Tempting warm- 
blooded bait was placed near by. The 
scientists then obscrved the mos- 
quitoes squirming frantically in their 
efforts to escape, 

Surprisingly enough, the newer 
mesh with its longer opening proved 
just as effective in screening as the 
older type. The scientists learned that 
suceess in escape depended, not on 
the area of the opening, but on its 
longest dimension the diagonal,

Several odd problems faced the 
researchers, Since mosquito “escapes” 
were necessary so that the mesh sizes 
could be compared, specimens small 
enough to pass through the wire 
screening were needed. Both the 
16x16 and the new 18x14 mesh nor- 
mally kept out even the Aedes 
aegypti, the tiny American mosquito 
which transmits yellow fever. This 
fellow is really a midget among mos 
quitoes and is ordinarily difficult to 
sereen, (It was Walter Reed’s earli@: 
experiments with this species and in 
sect wire screening which broke the 
back of the dreaded “yellow jack” 
scouryve, ) 

Therefore, special batches of 
“streamlined” yellow fever mosqui- 
toes were bred in the college labora. 
tories, They were placed on a “‘starv- 
ation” diet and overcrowded, so that 
at maturity they were undersized 

The bait with the most attraction 
for the starved mosquitoes proved to 
be live chickens, At any rate, there 
were more escapes from the cages

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when the mosquito 
chicken than when it 
pigs, rabbits or dogs, 

Krom the tests, it was concluded 
that the number of escapes was the 
same whether the long opening of 
the 18x14 mesh is placed in either a 
vertical or horizontal position. Appar 
ently the flying pests are not averse 
to standing on their heads if it will 
help them get through to the bait. 

Little of the new screening or even 
the old will be available this year. ‘The 
old screens will have to be patched 
up until production problems clear up. 

However, even with the current 
searcity, America is far better olf 
than before wire screening was made. 
Through most of the past century, 
even the homes of the wealthiest 
swarmed with flies and mosquitoes, 
Plates and cups were inverted until 
just before use, to keep the 
pests out of them. Food dishes 
had wire screen covers. ‘They 
were usually black with in- 
sects trying to get at the food, 
In well-to-do families, servants 
were assigned at mealtime to 
brush the flies and mosquitoes 
from the table. 

Then as now, the southern states 
suffered the most. ‘Travelers trom 
England, which had no comparable 
insect problem, reported that on hot,

For years Washington was plagued 
with hordes of flies and mosquitoes, 
Many weird and fantastic proposals 
were made to relieve the situation, 
One idea, suggested by Dr. A. I’. King, 
in IS81l, was to enclose the entire city 
in a gigantic wire screen, ‘The good 
doctor was probably laughed at, but 
he was ahead of his time in believing 
that mosquitoes spread malaria. It 
was not until 20 years later that 
he was proven right, : 
Luckily, knowledge of the essen 

value of wire screening in pre- 
venting malaria and other § insect 
borne diseases is widespread today. 
Putting up the screens is now a fa 
miliar spring chore all over the 
country, It's a chore no one should 
neglect any year and particularly this 
season, For with thousands of return 
ing veterans bringing in malaria, 
there is the possibility that this mos 
quito-transmitted may break 
out in alarming proportions,

OME of the conditions surrounding life today 

seem to be making marriage riskier than ever. 

The divorce rate for the country is now up 
to one in every five ceremonies. The alimony 
army numbers a million and a quarter, an all 
time high. 

Yet the states’ conflicting divorce laws be- 
come a more cemplex tangle every day. When 
you say, “I do,” whether you're bride or bride- 
groom, you may be obligating yourself, legally, 
more deeply than Cupid ever has happened to 
mention to you. 

eIf you’re a woman, and your marriage is un- 
happy, you may win alimony as high as $7,000,000. 
It’s happened. Mrs. Evelyn Tuyl Huffman Patter- 
son, wife of a former president of a cash register 
company, got it. 

Also you may be the one who has to pay; 
husbands also can draw alimony, although it may 
be as little as a half interest in a mule. That’s 
happened, too, Elizabeth Fenno Clark Walters, 
New York socialite, divorcing her cowboy hus- 
band, Pat Walters, settled upon him her half- 
interest in their jointly owned mule, Jamaica. 

In the 48 states and the District of Columbia 
there are 49 different marriage laws, and upon 
these laws the courts everywhere are at liberty 
in many circumstances to place their individual 
interpretation. 

If your marriage doesn’t work out, and you 
want a divorce and alimony, what you'll get de- 
pends on chance. 

Where were you married? Where do you live? 
How long have you lived there? What is your 
husband’s income? What did he do that was 
wrong——wrong not in a broad, moral sense but 
wrong in the meaning of a kinky legalistic phrase 
in a particular state’s statute? 

These are the elementary questions in legaliz- 
ing the end of a marriage. 
The great essential among 
them is the one concerning 
the acts of wrongdoing 
upon which a court action 
can be based.

An order to pay alimony. —no matter what 
amount or in what form is not something to 
forget. Most courts consider that failure to pay 
constitutes contempt of court. ‘That kind of con 
tempt can land a delinquent in jail, and with 
alimony piling up, there’s no telling in some states 
how long he may stay there if imprisonment cuts 
off his income. 

One trail blazing advance, however, has been 
made. In New York City’s old Raymond Street 
Jail, which once housed the most notable of “ali 
mony clubs,” the membership is dwindling. A 
state law now permits a judge to decide whether 
to imprison a husband delinquent in payments. 

Sam Reid, refusing to pay his alimony in 
California unless the custody of his child was 
given to him, spent three years in jail. He let 
his beard grow, with announcement that he 
would not cut it until he was freed; the jail 
doors didn’t open until former comrades of 
his in World War I had paid up for him.

ANY another judge, nevertheless, makes the 

granting of alimony a routine matter, and 
what a plaintiff receives often depends on the 
court’s own interpretation of the statute. 

In New York this year, Justice Carrol G. Wal-. 
ter, in Supreme Court, granted a legal separation 
and $300 a month alimony to the wife of Emanuel 
List, Metropolitan Opera Company basso. The 
decree was granted although only a door sep 
arated the singer and his wife in the same apart 
ment house. : 

“Complete cessation of the very rudiments of 
companionship” had marked the couple’s home 
life, the judge said, and the singer had shown a 
“callous niggardliness in supplying medical care 
and attention, and food and clothing, tapering 
down to the vanishing point.” ‘This, it was ruled, 
amounted to abandonment and failure to support. 

Actual infidelity is the ground for divorce 
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cited in only one in every ten cases in the 
country. Many authorities believe it is the real 
reason in most broken homes. Most Americans, 
they say, don’t want to make public their true 
misery. So they label it “cruelty.” 

“Cruelty” is the commonest ground for divorce 
now. In two out of every five cases it is charged. 
It may be plain “cruelty” in some states, In others 
it must be “physical cruelty,” “extreme cruelty” 
or “cruel and inhuman treatment.” 


OURT decisions on the kind of act that constl- 

tutes “cruelty” aren’t uniform, Some have held 
that hitting with a stick isn’t cruel. Others have 
found an adequate example of “cruelty” in a hus- 
band’s criticism of his wife’s mashed potatoes.

It is just as important to prove legal residence 
as it is to prove grounds.

Her father died there and her mother 
Went to New York after World War lI, 
leaving Ottie with an aunt, Mrs. Anna 
Reklo, so she might be schooled in 
the land of her birth. ‘ 

“Il don’t know exactly when 
Freddie and I really became en- 
gaged,” Ottie said in telling about her 
romance. “I guess it was just under. 
stood with our families since child- 
hood. We always went together 
through high school.” . 

Blodi went away to medical school 
and, in 1937, Ottie sailed for New York 
to visit her mother. She returned to 
Europe in 1939, expecting to become 
a bride. 

“Iveryone knows what happened 
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instead that fall,”’ she said. 
“Tl was unable to get back 
to Fred. He was not a 
Nazi, so they cracked 
down on him. He wasn’t 
allowed to practice medi- 
cine and had to do manual 
labor.” m 


Ottie crossed into Italy 
and slipped back to the 
United States before Italy 
was in the war. Here, she 
for a time was a gover- 
ness for the children of 
Mischa Elman, the violin- 
ist, and later became an 
assistant to a dentist. 

“A 25-word Red Cross 
cablegram twice a year 
was my only contact with 
Fred,” she related. “When 
the United States entered 
the war, the cables were 
cut off.

German casualties mounted, he was 
recalled to medical service without 
pay. Later, he was one of a group 
of doctors accused of treason and 
tried on charges of falsifying injuries 
and diseases to help anti-Nazis escape 
military duty. Several were put to 
death. Blodi was sentenced to eight 
years at hard labor. 

Blodi*was in prison in northeast- 
ern Austria when the Axis armies 
were retreating before the pressure 
of the United States Third Army on 
the north and the Russians on the 
south. . 

Blodi escaped with others, Neeing 
westward toward Salzburg. 

Some time later the Germans 
rounded up the group of refugees 
and put them in a concentration camp 
at Suben, 

Blodi was there when American 
troops arrived and set him free. 

Blodi didn’t know where Ottie was. 
He presumed she was in New York. 
He had a soldier write to her, saying 
he was alive and waiting, and the 
letter finally reached her in Germany. 

Ottie managed to obtain a trans- 
fer to Vienna, going in with the first 
WAC detachment, 

“We flew from Frankfurt,” she 
said. “When the airport bus stopped 
at USFA Headquarters, 1 saw the big 
hospital almost next door. I didn't 
wait for billets or baggage, but 
headed for the hospital. 

“I hadn’t been in the place five 
minutes when a door opened and 
Freddie came out.

WINS born to old Mother Earth 
T out in the prolific Pacific a short 
While ago have already gone the 
way of most upstart volcanic isles, 
‘There's hardly enough of them left to 
make a suburban vegetable garden, 
When the crew .of a British war- 
ship saw land rising out of the ocean 
last February about 200 miles south 
of Tokyo, a few superstitious Jap- 
anese at home concluded that nature 
was about to provide the empire with 
new territory to make up for that 
which was taken by her enemies. 

They were wrong, as their scien- 
tists could have told them. The two 
rising cones, which reached a height 
of 50 feet and spread out over an 
area of about a square mile but never 
did quite get together, lasted only a 
couple of months. 

Admiral Joseph Bolger, comman- 
der of Fleet Air Wing One, reported 
in April that a patrol flight disclosed 
the almost complete disappearance of 
the twins. They had dissolved into a 
shoal considerably larger than their 
initial size. 

In the interim the British Admir- 
alty had concluded that the land mass 
was a single entity and had named it 
Urania Island after the Destroyer 
Urania, which had witnessed _ the 
birth. 

In its peekaboo procedure, Urania 
Island had merely followed a familiar 
pattern. There are islands in_ the 
Pacific which have been playing hide 
and seek with geographers for many 
years. 

It is a popular fantasy that these 
islands are withdrawn beneath the 
surface by the same forces which pro- 
duced them. As a matter of fact, most 
of them are merely huge heaps of 
volcanic ash thrown up by submarine 
volcanos. ‘Their hasty departure is not 
due to a change of mind on the part 
of the shifting pressures beneath the 
earth’s crust, but is due to erosion by 
storms, waves; tides and currents. 

During the severe earthquake of 
1923, when Tokyo was almost de- 
stroyed, a new pimple of land was 
thrust up just south of O Island, in 
the Japanese area. It stayed above 
the surface a month. 

Falson Island, located in the south- 
western part of the Tonga or Friendly 
Islands in the South Pacific, has ap- 
peared and disappeared from sight at 
least twice. In 1885 it reached a 
height of 290 feet, but four years later 
only a third of it remained and the 
rest of its two-mile diameter vanished 
in the next nine years. 

Bogoslof, an island in the Berimg 
Sea near Unalaska in tHe Aleutians, 
has been constantly changing in 
shape, but because it seems to be the 
actual top of a voleano instead of the 
residue thereof, it still is sticking out 
of the water. It first made its ap- 
pearance in 1796 out of a wide shoal 
and grew in four years to a height 
of several hundred feet. Since then 
there have been many explosions 
which altered the outlines oi the

The Pacifie Ocean is encircled by 
a “ring of fire,” 
lines of voleanic islands rising from 
submarine ridges, Some of them, in 
stead of remaining a couple of 
months, have lasted 60 million years. 
They have formed an irregular chain 
from Alaska through the Aleutians, 
Kuriles, Japanese archipelago, Phil. 
ippines and on to the East Indies. 

Perhaps the most interesting thing 
about them is that they do _ not 
Spring out of any array of shallows, 
but push their way upward from the 
very bottom of the sea. 

The late lamented Utfania is in the 
vicinity of the Rampo Deep, where 
the Pacific drops down to 34,626 feet, 
a matter of some six miles.

T WAS about nine o'clock on a sultry August 
evening when the catastrophe happened. 
Stocky, broad-browed Henry W. Grady, the 
editor, in the living room of his gabléd house on 
Peachtree Street, Atlanta, Ga., was sitting in his 
easy Chair, a pad on his lap, writing. 

Mrs. Grady and the two children, in rockers, 
were talking quietly. 

Suddenly the windows began to rattle. The 
gas chandeliers swung widely. Then the whole 
building shivered, as the family heard a sound 
(they said later like an express train rumbling 
through the house). 

They weren't hurt; they were merely shaken. 
They chanced to be on the safe rim of the devas- 
tation wrought by an earthquake which rocked 
the whole eastern seaboard in 1886; but at the 
time they didn’t know what had happened, 
Grady, grabbing his old slouch hat, rushed out 
on the news story which was to make him @ 
national figure. 

Across a mile of Atlanta’s dusty, unpaved 
streets, he hurried to the office of the Atlanta 
Constitution, where he was the 36-year-old man- 
aging editor. The five-story building had been 
swaying. Editorial and composing room staffs 
had fled from upper floors. He restored order, 
and got to work. 

Through the night, news service wire reports 


clicked in from all the cities in the quake area, 
excepting Charleston, South Carolina. That was 
ominous, Charleston communications were down. 
In the morning, when they were restored, the 
first word came: 

“Forty killed, hundreds injured. Three-fourths 
of the city will have to be rebuilt.” 

Grady couldn’t stay cooped in an editorial 
room in Atlanta after that. He had to be at the 
scene of the tragedy. 

kor a dozen years, he had been building a 
name as the most fearless editor and the most 
powerful orator in the South. Now, with an 
earthquake on, he was all reporter. He set out 
toward one of the two high points of his career. 
This one-was to be his coverage of the quake:

HEY got to Langley, and the flood was all 

around them, the road lost beneath the brown 
ripples. Riding the ripples, out on the brown 
expanse, was a rowboat, 

“Bring it in!” Grady told a townsman and the 
man stripped, swam to the boat, rowed it in, 
and the party was on its way again. 

On the other side of the flooded fields, the 
wood-burning engine, black smoke rising, steam 
up, waited. Grady climbed aboard the tender, 
and gave the signal. 

Then with his pad on his knees, and the engine 
rolling slowly through the shambles of South 
Carolina, he wrote a running story.

Throughout the South he and the newspaper 
had been conspicuous long before that. 

“For nearly a decade the New South had been 
the dominant theme of his writing, and the Con- 
stitution had become the most important organ 
of the movement, just as Atlanta was its center,” 
says Raymond B. Nixon in his fine blography, 
“Henry W. Grady, Spokesman of the New 
South,” 

“To Grady, the New. South meant thé utiliza- 
tion of the dormant natural resources of the re- 
gion and the diversification of its agriculture. 
It meant the development of manufacturing to 
supplement the once almost exclusive agrarian 
economy. It meant a logical adjustment of the 
Negro question. And since sectional animosities 
retarded the attainment of these goals, the New 
South implied, first of all, complete fraternity 
with the North.” * 

Only a few weeks after Grady’s quake stories 
had stirred the country, he received the call 
which turned out to be a summons to fame, The 
staid New England Society invited him to address 
its banquet in Delmonico’s Cafe in New York.

ATURALLY, you have to be interested in the 
women in Florenz Ziegfeld’s own life. 

This man was a theatrical genius, his 
name has become part of the English language 
as has that of no other stage producer, it is per- 
petuated not only in the celluJoid versions of his 
famous Follies but in certain standards and crea- 
tions and above all in the glorification of the 
American girl which he began. Above all, he was 
a connoisseur of feminine beauty, he spent his 
professional life selecting and presenting lovely 
women, enhancing their charms, starring their 
allure for other men. 

What about Ziegfeld himself? From among all 
the women who flocked about him, among the 
women of his day which did he choose for his own 
personal love and admiration? 

Five women were important in his life. 

There was one great love in the life of Florenz 
Ziegfeld. One woman he loved from the moment 
he saw her. His setond wife, Billie Burke. 

There was his first wife, the bewitching French 
actress, Anna Held, an early marriage. 

One disappointment in love, with his early star, 
Lillian Lorraine, who seems to have won all men’s 
hearts and never given her own. 

One girl for whom he had a strange love, almost 
as though she in herself was the symbol of his 
career, the representation of the Follies, America’s 
greatest musical star, Marilyn Miller. 

And one to whom he gave his friendship and 
confidence, to whom he often turned for help and 
comfort—-Fanny Brice. 

I have known all of them except Anna Held and 
they are a staggering array of beauty, brains, 
personality and talent to be in the life of one man. 

You will notice that there is not a Follies girl 
among them. Lillian Lorraine, Marilyn Miller and 
Fanny Brice were stars of the Follies. Anna Held, 
whom he brought to this country from Europe, was 
the star of his first productions. Billie Burke was a 
distinguished actress of the legitimate Stage, star- 
ring under Frohman management when Ziggfeld 
fell in love with her. 

Where the girls were concerned Ziegfeld was 
strictly a collector. 

But the women in his life all had the something 
which made them stars. Ziggy always wanted, 
demanded and got the tops. 

His first marriage, when he was very young, 
was to Anna Held, a lady with a bewitching 
French accent who Knocked New York on 
its ear by singing: “I Just Can't Make My 
Eyes Behave” and ‘“‘Won’t You Come and 
Play Wiz He?” 

Anna Held fell in love with Zieg- 
feld head over heels and at first 
sight when he arrived in London, 
where she was the. idol of the 
day, on a pleasure trip. Halfa 
dozen big New York man- 
agers were trying to per- 
suade her to come to New 
York, but Anna was wait 
ing for the best offer. 

Her heart got the bet- 
ter of her head .when she 
met Flo Ziegfeld, how- 
ever. Without hesitation 
she cast her lot with a 
yourg man who had 
never been on Broadway. 

Maybe at that it wasn’t al- 
together love’s madness. 
Maybe Anna Held was the 
first to realize that here was a 
man who was going to revolu- 
tionize show business. 

Anyway, she divorced a_ fabu- 
lously rich and somewhat elderly hus- 
band, married Flo Ziegfeld and _ to- 
gether, in a combination of her misbe- 
having eyes and French accent and his 
first Ziegfeld production, they conquered 
all before them, 

Whether he ever really loved her or not, 
nobody seems to be sure. Most people who knew 
them seem to think he was more interested 
in her as a star than as a wife and that his whole 
energy was given to his work. Finally, Anna Held 
obtained a divorce. 

As far as I know, Ziegfeld had only one failure 
with women in his long career, I asked Gene Buck 
about that once. Gene Luck was Ziegfeld’s closest 
friend and knew Ziegfeld better than anyone else. 


So when I wanted to know about Ziegfeld’'s 
charm for women I asked Gene Buck. 

“Ziegfeld,” Gene Buck said, “did all the little 
things. In fact, he could invent things to do for 
a woman that no other man ever thought of. He 
had a real understanding of those things which 
please Women, make them feel loved and cared 
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for and beautiful and precious. He was a true 
romantic—-he believed in romance, and he could 
create it in its full flavor and power. I guess 
you could sum it up by saying that he sincerely 
set himself to make a woman happy.” 

But—-he failed with Lillian Lorraine. 

For a long time they called Lillian Lorraine the 
most beautiful girl in the world. I know men who 
have been in love with Lorraine all their lives 
and who responded to her call any time anywhere 
years after an accident had ruined her career. 

Her real name was Mary Ann Brennan. She 
was bern in San Francisco and from the day she 
hit the Follies she was literally 
what so many other girls have 
been figuratively —the toast of 
Broadway.

Prayer. In one hand he held 
aloft a photograph of Harry 
Blackstone the magi- 
clan. Patiently he 
waited for Darrow’s 
spirit to manifest 
itself. Darrow had 
promised, before his 
death, to make a re- 
turn visit at this very 
spot if he found it pos- 
sible to do so. 

But nothing hap- 
pened, Darrow’s spirit 
did not manifest itself 
to Noble. It was the 
latest failure in the 
96-year history of a 


sisal 
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strange and self-perpetuating pact, 
involving the greatest magicians of 
their times and obligating each, if he 
could, to cast off the shackles of 
death and make known to the living 
his continued existence. 
Noble's pilgrimage to the Jackson 
Park bridge was his eighth in as 
many years, the outgrowth of a 
unique agreernment which had its 
origin In 1842, 

In that year a French magician, 
Conte, then on tour in this country, 
was invited to attend a_ perfor- 
mance in New York State of the 

celebrated Fox sisters, 
two young women who 
were gaining a meas- 
ure of fame for the 
weird events that took 
place at their spiritual 
seances., 

Conte attended and, 
to his satisfaction and 
the consternation of 
the sisters and their 
ardent followers, ex- 
posed the performers 
aS unscrupulous

quacks employing the usual devices 
for evoking the voices of the dead. 

Some months later, in Denver, 
Conte met another great magician, 
Herrman the Great. Naturally, their 
conversation turned to spiritualism. 

Though skeptical, both men con- 
ceded the possibility that there is a 
spirit world, and that its inhabitgnts 
might set up a vibration among the 
living. 

As an outgrowth of their dis 
cussions, the two men created in 1850 
the so-called Magician’s Death Pact 
which obligated the survivor on each 
anniversary of the other’s death to 
hold an object associated with the de- 
ceased while the latter was alive. 

The spirit of the dead man, accord- 
ing to the pact, was supposed to 
knock the object from his hand. 

Another clause of the pact obli- 
gated the surviving member to name 
one or two successors, 

After the death of Conte, Hermann 
the Great made a pact with Harry 
Keller: Keller made one with Hou- 
dini; Houdini with his wife, Beatrice, 
and with Thurston, and the latter 
with Darrow and Claude Noble, 

Noble, a small balding man, takes 
his part in the agreement very sert- 
ously, as did all the others, and al- 
ready has selected Carveth Wells, the 
world-wide explorer, and Blackstone, 
the well-known magician, as his suc- 
CCSSOTS., 

Noble and Thurston were friends 


in childhood 
days. Even then 
Thurston was; practicing the tricks 
which later were to make him famous, 
and Noble recalls that his chum once 
put on a show at the shop where 
Henry Ford built his first car. 

In addition to trying to summon 
the spirit of Darrow, Noble also tries 
annually to recall Thurston from the 
grave, visiting his crypt in Columbus, 
Ohio, for the experiment. Once he 
visited the tomb with a poster which 
had appeared all over the country 
during the magician’s lifetime. It 
showed Thurston holding a skull, and 
read: “Do the spirits come back?” 

Dr. Edward Saint, friend of Hou- 
dini, and Mrs. Houdini tried unsuc- 
cessfully for years to contact the de- 
parted magician. 

Many interested persons recall that 
the magicians—-particularly Houdini 

joined the’ pact primarily to prove 
that the dead cannot talk to the living, 
hoping thereby to help rid the coun- 
try of quack mediums. 

It is just possible that the magi- 
cians, in the so-called failures attend. 
ant upon their death, will be .more 
convincing than whent‘alive in expos 
ing mediums who thrive on grief. 

And as for the eternal quest for 
concrete proof of the after-life there 
is the equally eternal admonition: 

“The secret things belong unto 

the Lord our God.” (Deuteronomy 
29:29).

HE fear of being considered inferior to a 

T seeing person is one of the. greatest obstacles 
a blind person must overcome. 

Once he acquires confidence in himself, how- 
ever, a blind person can do almost anything, even 
becoming proficient in sports, especially wrestling. 

From my own experience, when I became 
blind at the age of nine, and from what I’ve 
learned in my present job of teaching blind war 
veterans, I know the newly sightless often refuse 
to accept their condition as final. Many refuse to 
learn Braille, the script for the blind, for fear 
of being tagged for life as blind people. 


At first they are squeamish about being led 
by me because I am blind, too. They don’t want 
to believe that a blind man is able to travel around 
like any other person and that he is easily able 
to detect physical obstacles, even without the aid 
of another person, a “Seeing Eye” dog, or the 
new electronic devices. 

Using myself as an example, I usually succeed 
in getting them to overcome their basic fears. 
I guide them, unobtrusively, in their own efforts 
and praise them frequently when there is the 
least ground for it. This is their biggest need. 

As a blind instructor I have the advantage 
over other teachers by being able to show them 
what I have done and what other blind persons 
have achieved. 

My trump card is to bring out the little known 
fact that blind men can pursue sports and at 
times, as in wrestling, they may become equal 
in skill to a seeing person. In 1942, a year before 
I got my Bachelor of Science degree from the City 
College of New York, I was the captain of the 
college wrestling team and a senior Metropolitan 
AAU champion. 

Robert Allman, another blind student, was the 
captain of the University of Pennsylvania wres- 
tling team in 1939. ‘Two years ago Fred Tarrant, 
a blind high school boy, won a championship in 
Baltimore. The New York Institute for the Edu- 
cation of the Blind, where I taught before join- 
ing the Veterans’ Administration, is constantly 
entering boys in high school national wrestling. 

In other sports, too, blind people have become 
very efficient. Like many other institutions

throughout the country the Lighthouse in New 
York has organized bowling matches and the New 
York Guild for the Jewish Blind has fenciny 
teams. Other sports the blind can pursue are 
running, bag punching, roller skating, horseback 
riding and even a-modified form of baseball. 

In wrestling a blind man’s body does all 
the “seeing” necessary. Finding one part of 
his opponent’s body tells him where the other 
parts are, He learns a lot of tricks. When stand 
ing up facing his adversary, for instance, he knows 
when he moves his right foot back his opponent 
will move his left foot forward. He'll drop to pick 
it up, just as if he had seen it. 

The blind, after some training, can become 
very proficient in bowling. Bowling equipment 
for the blind is essentially the same as for the 
sighted, except that there is a hand rail on the 
left side which drops at the starting point. 

The bowler, hand on the guiding rail, runs and 
throws the ball as soon as he feels the rail drop. 

It takes a little time for a blind bowler to 
adjust to the center of the alley but he gets a 
good idea of its width as the instructor announces 
in which gutter the ball may have veered, 

Contrary to expectations, the blind, because 
of their higher degree of concentration, learn 
fencing more quickly than sighted people. 

Bag punching and roller skating, not being 
used as competitive sports with the blind but as 
exercise, are comparatively simple. Once the blind 
person learns to time the bounce by the sound of 
the bag he can coordinate his movements and 
punch the bag efficiently. 


In roller skating, after receiving sufficient in 
structions in balance and posture, a blind skater 
can get as much fun and speed as a sighted person 

As long as all skaters go in the same direction 
around the rink, there is no danger of a mishap 
Swimming, too, is an excellent sport for exercise 

Baseball is being played in’ a modified form. 
Instead of the regular baseball, a special big ball, 
the size of a socker ball, is usede Within the ball 
there may be bells that tell the player from what 
direction the ball is coming. 

An interesting and successful experiment in 
having the blind take up the sport of horseback 
riding was started by John Carpenter, movie stunt 
man, not long ago in Los Angeles, Cal. According 
to reports, the blind riders enjoyed it so much 
and some of them have become so proficient in 
the sport that it is exp@cted to spread among the 
sightless, 

Sports of this sort build up the blind person's 
confidence more than anything else. The only 
time a blind man loses his self-assurance is when 
he is surrounded by thoughtless seeing people 
who pity him and express their sentiments in a 
condescending manner.

the stock-in-trade. It was not the 
end, however, of Foster’s ambition.

“Honest Tom” and “Watchdog of the 
Treasury,” once saving the city $2,- 
000,000 in an economy program. 

#ie was married and a child was 
born. When she was ten years old 
she died. It is now believed that his 
love for children caused him to draw 
up his strange and unusual will. 

After the death of his own little 
girl, he loved other children devot- 
edly. He would go into the poor 
quarter of Toronto and slip money 
into the children’s grimy hands. 

Also in his unusual will he left 
$100,000 to be used to give children 
picnics. In addition, $5,000 goes to 
keeping up homes for poor kids. Well, 
a person doesn't do that unless he 
has the milk of human kindness in 
his veins; no ice water.

Just before his disappearance, Erdman had 
written his father (this did not come out until 
month’ later) that he planned to “leave for some 
place where no one knows,” 

“Chris Olson says he has absolute proof that I 
know where Clara is and I haven't the least idea 
of her location,” he stated. ,“I cooked up a story 
that she was in St. Paul and that I would have 
to have some time to get her back here, 

“IT am leaving tonight for some place where no 
one knows .., Life is sweet and hard to part with, 
but I say this, that I would rather take death than 
captivity. Some time I may write to you, but I 
can't say that you will ever see me again, unless 
it may be in a coffin. | 

“These people cannot prove anything, although 
they will try. God bless you all. You have not 
failed as parents, but I- failed as a son.” 


HAT did this imply? ;That he was running 

away, even though he. was innocent? (Inno 
cent of what?) That he would take his life rathe 
than go to prison? 

Erdman did not tell his father, in this letter 
he wrote before his departure, that he had written 
Clara a letter before her disappearance, It read: 

“Dear Friend: 

“T suppose you think me awfully neglectful but 
[ have been to the hospital and: had a couple of 
operations. 

“IT have decided that the time ts ripe for us 
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show action. Now we will not leave for good but 
will go and get the ceremony over with and then 
come back in a week or so and let them know, 
Of course, we'll have to disappear, you Know, so I 
thought we could skip. You'll have to ask your 
brother to take you down to Seneca to the dance 
Sept. 9 and I will get you there. 

“Then go to Henrum, Minn., 
which is the same as Winona. 
Do not take any more clothes 
than what you wear, as taking 
more will cause suspicion. But 
try to get as much cash as pos- 
sible, as that is necessary if you 
wish to make a pleasant trip 
of it. I have some myself, of 
course, 

“IT will be at Stneca between 
9 and 10 o’clock and when you 
see me, leave the hall and walk 
up the street until I find you 
and remember that everything 
is on the @.T. quiet. Also write 
a note and leave it some place 
where it can be found in a day 
or so and say that you are going 
away for a while and not to 
worry as you will be back some 
day. But don’t mention why 
you are going and don’t men- 
tion my name. ° 

“If you can’t come to the dance, sneak out of 
the house about 12:30 and come toward the road. 
If I am not there, keep on going until I meet you. 
Don't let anyone see you. Please destroy my 
letter and all my other letters and act hard toward 
me to your folks. 

“Do as I have asked you to do and everything 
will be O.K. If you don’t, your chance will be shot 
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and I might make a scarce hubby. So if you wish 
to avoid disgrace, do as I say and keep mum. See 
you tonight as ever as usual. 

“But remember, destroy all letters 

There was no general outcry after Erdman 
vanished. However, Chris Olson swore out a 
warrant for his arrest 18 days after Clara left 
home, charging him with murder. 


? 


OLSoNn's suspicions, at least as to the fate of his 
daughter, proved correct. Her body was found 
on Dec. 2 in a clump of brush on Battle Ridge, a 
short distance from the Albert Olson home. She 
had been beaten to death with a heavy instrument 
such as an ax or spade. The body had been 
covered with earth. 

Erdman’s father asserted that he could not 
have committed the crime. He said that on the 
night Clara disappeared, Erdman had 
attended the dance at Seneca, 12 miles 
away. The youth had left the dance 
just before midnight, his father said, 
and arrived home in his roadster at 
1:15 a. m. 

“He could not have gotten Clara, 

killed her and buried her, and driven 
home in that time,” said Albert Olson. 
“And even if he had, 
his clothing would have 
showed it. I know there 
was no sign of mud or 
disarray on his clothes or 
on the car.” 

Then he made the star- 
tling charge that the body 
had been placed near his 
home to throw suspicion 
on, Erdman. 

To this Chris Olson re- 
torted: 

“Erdman did it, and 
there’s no sense in his 
father saying he _ didn't. 

Who else could have 
wanted to kill Clara?” 

It was then that Albert 
Olson made public the let- 
ter Erdman had writen 
him. At the same fime 
he had not only reiterated 
that Erdman could not 
have committed the crime; 
he even asserted that his

“We find that Clara Dorothy Olson came to her 
death by a violent blow administered by Ierdman 
Olson on the left side of her head, causing a trac 
ture of the skull and violent hemorrhages, prob 
ably in the early morning of Sept. 10." 

The search spread until it embraced the nation 
Crawford County offered $3,000 reward, and Sher 
iff A. N. Scoville mailed out posters to police 
departments all over the country. These carried 
a snapshot of Olson taken only a few days before 
he disappeared along with this des¢ription: 

“AGE 18 years. 

“WEIGHT—About 160 pounds. 

“HEIGHT 5 feet, 7's inches. : 

“HAIR Light brown and combed straight 
back, sometimes parted in the middle 

“EYES— Blue and has a habit of continually 
blinking. The eyes turn out slightly (opposite 
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son could not have been responsible for Clara’s 
condition. 

“I do not know where Erdman is,” he went on. 
“We have not heard from him. Perhaps he has 
taken his life, although I find it hard to believe 
that. I hope he is found, so that we can have the 
chance to prove in court that he had nothing to 

do with this crime.” 

On the day before the sched- 
uled inquest, District Attorney 
G. S. Earll disclosed that a let- 
ter from Erdman to Clara (the 
one previously quoted) had 
been found in the dress she 
wore when she went to her 
death. Earll said that the let- 
ter’s contents were “so differ- 
ent from what was generally 
expected that we cannot make 
it public until we have ques- 
tioned certain witnesses,” 

Clara's family prepared for 
the funeral. When her brother 
Arthur uttered a vow of ven- 
geance over the coffin, naming 
Erdman, his father remon- 
strated. “Don't talk like that, 
Arthur,” he said, “Erdman must 
have been crazy to do it. Your 
ma and I were praying for him 
all night long.” 

Descriptions of the missing youth were broad- 
cast. Deputies and farmers scoured the country- 
side for the murder weapon, quite in vain. 

Came the inquest on Dec. 6 in Prairie du Chien, 
and the reading of the telltale letter. District 
Attorney Earll held that the letter indicated be- 
yond doubt that Erdman plotted Clara’s murder. 

Verdict of the coroner’s jury:

“NATIONALITY Native-born 
descent.” | 
Tips poured in from all quarters, Some co 
respondents suggested that Erdman had been slain 
with Clara and buried in an 4as-yet-undisclosed 
grave. 
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N MAY, 1928, Erdman’s mother and father de 

manded that Gov. Fred Zimmerman reopen the 
case and either find their son and prove his guilt, 
or find him innocent. Nothing happened. 

There were recurrent false alarms. In June, 
1929, a man believed to be Erdman was held in 
Tulsa, Okla. In December officers journeyed to 
Florence, Wis., to view a suspect. In May, 1930, 
another suspect was held in Shrevesport, La, In 
January, 1931, the police of ‘Toronto, Canada, 
thought they had the fugitive. In January, 1932, 
a suspect was interviewed in Los Angeles, and 
another in Arkansas. 

The real Erdman Olson has not been found. 

In December, 1940, more than 14 years after 
the tragedy, it was announced that the $3,000 
reward had been transferred to the general fund 
of Crawford County. 

What happened to Erdman Olson? 

If he stayed alive, then apparently he accom- 
plished a feat too difficult for some of the 
cleverest fugitives in history. <A youth in his 
teens, with very little money and no cash re- 
sources, without contacts outside his own com.- 
munity, he vanished without a trace, and so far 
as is known no trace of him ever appeared.
